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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD OF BROOKFIELD 
FOR THE YEAR 1898. 


Our report for the past year is not as satisfactory as we 
hoped it might be at the opening of the year. “An extra 
appropriation beyond what the law requires was made by the 
town, and we earnestly hoped that all other circumstances 
would be favorable for the best results from the money ex- 
pended. The summer terms were successfully closed at the 
expiration of ten weeks without interruption. The fall terms 
started in well and the Stoneham School had its full quota of 
ten weeks, but the other two were not as fortunate. Sickness 
in the Hackett School reduced the attendance to five small 
‘scholars and it was cut short about one week. The teacher, 
Jasper Palmer, of this town, was well adapted and equally 
well interested in hiswork. The Churchill School was more 
unfortunate than the others. Everything seemed favorable 
at the opening of the term with a good round number of 35 
pupils for an interesting and profitable school, but at the end 
of five weeks the scarlet fever broke out, causing a panic 
among both parents and pupils. It was thought best to dis- 
continue the term, which was done, and when the epidemic 
had subsided, cold weather and bad traveling were objections 
urged against renewing the work until spring, when we hope 
the great loss sustained by this school may in a measure be 
regained. A larger sum has been expended the past year for 
school supplies than usual. Some of the larger books had 
become badly worn, by a ten years’ usage, and had to be re- 
placed by others. Still the average expense per pupil for 
books and such supplies as pencils, pens, ink, paper and 
chalk, that must be bought every year, does not exceed 85 
cents. We have urged upon teachers as a special part of 
their work to see that these things were carefully and pru- 
dently used. 

Number of female teachers employed, five: Miss M. E. 
Colman, Miss Mellicent Penney, Miss Miller, Miss Fellows, 
and Mrs. Mary Abbott. One male teacher, Jasper Palmer, 
completed the list. All were well qualified for their work, 
which they were glad to have parents and School Board come 
and examine for themselves at any time.
